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SCABIES 


Arrangements  are  being  continued  with  the  Pontefract  Isolation 
Hospital  to  treat  women  and  children.  This  was  carried  out  with  success 
and  reducing  the  number  of  cases  to  be  notified.  Notification  of  Scabies 
is  not  compulsory,  but  good  co-operation  is  carried  on  between  the 
doctor  practicing  in  the  area  and  myself. 

TUBERCULOSIS  AND  SYUHTLLIS 

These  are  dealt  with  directly  from  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
also  the  care  of  premature  infants  and  illegitimate  children. 

The  Sanitary  conditions  and  circumstances  are  dealt  with  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  in  Form  "C",  There  are  no  special  matters  calling 
for  comment,  except  the  above  paragraphs  on  Immunization  and  Scabies.
